An How or Two with the Monks 


of Alexander Nlewsky. 


Perhaps no saint is more popular in 


Northern Russia than Alexander Niowsky 
Certainly in St. Petersburg, whoso princi 
pal street ia named for him, where stands 
tho white-walled monastery imd rises tho 
goldon dome of tho cathedral made holy by 
bin tomb, ho is almost worshiped, : 
thero is hardly a boy but can toll you tha 
story ol tills prince, soldier and saint. 


It was in tho lonj twilight, perfumed 


with the odor of summer, writes Rilla Nor- 
ton in tho Now York Observer, that my Ilus- 
aian friend and myself started for tlio Mon- 
astery of Alexander Niewsky. It stands 
at

tho busiest 


stvoots :n tho world, but when one lias en- 
tered tho high walls, going under the mns- 
sivo archwuy, past tho old graveyard, so 
crowded that its clones almost touch, 
through a second entrance whoso heavy

strife, as in tho heart ot some wil- 
dornesa surrounded by tho everlasting 
hills. Tha littlo park is triangular, two of

shaded by trees, whose graceful branches 
meeting overhead let only u littlo of tho 
)luo 
sky peep through. Here, in summer, 


;ho monks walk with their books, or pass 
to and fro between tho different buildings 
always sure of finding a cool and shady re- 
treat from the fierce sunlight of a Russian 
.umrner. 
In front of tho plain white 


itructuros which surround the park, and 
ivhich, with tho cathedral aud the four 
chapels at tho corners, form a period 
iquare, are corridors, protected from tlio 
Bovore winter cold by glass windows, which 
serve as a rpromenade when tho weather 
tloos not make tho park attractive. 


Wa lingered among tho trees, intoxicated 
vith tho soft, swoot air, and enchanted by 
ho harmonious tones of color, tho dolicato 
Dreamy white of tho building, whoso guild- 
Bd doino was mellowed by tlie foreground 
•>i greon—that green which comes with the 
first warm breaths of May. Summer is 


von moro to these peoplo of the North than 
o us; frozen as thoy aro, through months 
f extremes! cold, when tho Queer, ot sca- 
onsj doos coir.o aho receives u raost hcartr 
e!t reception from enthusiastic subjucu. 
The wiesthood of Russia is divided into 


two classos-tQO 
White and the Black 


Clergy. The "Wliito Clergy," or parish 
priests, aro obliged to marry, and have du- 
ties corresponding to those o: clergymen in 
our own country; while tho "Black -Monks" 
cold tho places ot poworin the church, aro 
celibates, and live in the monasteries 
Thero has been a very bitter foelin" be- 
tween tho two, which is only lately becom- 
ing less f.orce. The dress of the Black 
Clergy on tho streets is a long, black, looso 
cloak, with wide, flowing sleeves, and a cap 
ulmost exactly in tho shape of aTuvkisb. 
fez, but larger, and covering more of tlio 
head. Thoy wear their hair and beards 
long, in tho old Muscovite way, and this 
gives them a patriarchal appearance, so 
that one is often startled by the llro in tho 
eye, and tho fresh completion and energetic 
walk of theso seemingly almost agod men. 
Wo saw the monks come out, ono by one! 
from tho different houses, aud we followed 
them as they crossed tho park through tho 
long avenue, of elms which loads to the 
cathedral door, There were but few and 
they were going to the choir. We went re- 
luctantly from the warm, sweet twilight 
into the dim, vast, solemn church. As wo 
Entered, itseomed even darker than it was 
by contrast with the still bright, light out- 
side, though it was then almost ten p. m. 
The huge stono supports of the roof threw 
heavy shadows on the pavement, and only 
bore and thoro burned a candle, in silver 
candelabra, before tho icoiu or sacred pict- 
ures. 


As wo walked around ono oftbeso heavy 


masses of stone-work into the nave, we 
came in sight of tho altar, brilliant with 
hundreds of candles. 
A few foot in from 


ofit, the monks stood in a circle about tho 
reading-desk, bcforo which an aged priest 
was rending the evening lesson in a clear, 
sweet voice. It was a strange, almost weird 
picture.' The dark- vaulting of tha roof, and 
the gloomy masses of stone-work, the silver 
and gold of tho altar screen ir. the light of 
tho candles; in the foreground hero and 
thero a solitary worshiper making a darker 
spot in the dark shadows, and as a central 
point, tho group of monks, halt in light nnd 
half in shade, grouped about tho priest, 
whose face and silver-gray hair were illum- 
ined by tho taper fastened by his book. 
Soon camo tho responses from tho choir 
who surrounded bun, and thoy wero an- 
swered by another choir, concealed behind 
the screen. Who that has not heard singing 
in tho Greek church ean understand what it 
is? Trained so perfectly that they seem as 
one voice, sometimes tender and prayerful, 
again penitent and sorrowful, suddenly 
swelling into an .'ecstatic burst of joy, tho 
glorious voices riso higher and higher, pas- 
sionate and strong, until, as the sound fiiii 
tho church, uad resounds under the arches 
andjtho vaulting, ono sometimes fancies 
that tho roof may roll back and Heavon it- 
self appear, ailed with a groat host singing: 
"Glory to God in tho highest; peace on 
earth, good-will to men." 


Tired after a day of summer heat, wo sat 


down on tho steps of a littlo square, raised 
platform in the center of the navo, where 
tho Tc Ueum is always sung, nr.d listened to' 
th,5 heavenly music, whose wondrous tones 
•won us entirely from ourselves, so that wo 
did not notice tho approach of a nguro which 
camo slowly out from tho shadow of ono of 
the pillars. It was an old woman, who 
touched my friend lightly on the shoulder 
and said, in Russian: "Do not sit; it is a 
sin." Who could resist such an acmonition! 
Wo obeyed at once, and the old crone hob- 
bled off, no doubt well content that she had 
donu her duty and saved us froni a penance, 
if not in this world, surely in the next. 


It was not long before tho music ceased, 


and the monks, having kissed the Bible and 
the small cross held up and oiTered to each 
ono separately by tho priest, filed out of the 
church. We had only timo to take a hurried 
glance at tho building itself before tho 
lights were extinguished, but wo saw tTro 
fine paintings, ono of St. Isaac and ono of i 
St. Catharine, copies of the beautiful mo- j 
sales in St. Isaac's Cathedral. " The Gates 
•-" 


of Paradise," opening to'tho altar, though 
not as gorgeous as in some of the churches, 
aro still beautiful. On ono side of the altar 
was a shrino of some saint whose name 
I have forgotten. It was a small pavil- 


vice before tliis torhS. Wb mado'our'seivos ol 
tho little company, composed, for tlio most 
part, of young boys and very old women. One 
really wonders where these old women who 
haunt the churches come from. Their narno 
is legion, and night'or day they are always 
to bo found there, apparently tho most de- 
votod of worshipers. Before us, ,1 littlo 
raised from the pavement, on a platform 
covered with rich carpet, was tho glass case 
which holds the solid silver sarcophagus, 
splendid with bas-roliefs. On tho lid is a 
painting of tlie warrior-saint, his eyes look- 
ing at you with that ir.ild. gentle gaze which 
they are said 10 Ipive hud ages ago. Ho lived 
in the thirteenth century in tho troublesome 
limes when the Tartars were invading the 
Russian kingdom, and bringing death and 
ruin with them. What a contrast between 
the quiet resting place in this solemn 
church, and tho fierce scenes in which he 
took a part, and did so much for his beloved 
church and nation 1 It was a strange ex- 
perience, standing in tho dim light with the 
sweet low tones of the music in our ears. 
Tho priest intoned several long prayers in 
mclodioui Slavonic, the old women knelt 
again and again, touching their foreheads 
to the ground and mumbling their prayers. 
Hero and thoro knolt peasants with sober, 
serious faces. 
What a curious thing it 


would be to know what Christianity meant 
to this saint of ages ago, and what it means 
to these fellow-countrymen of his, worship- 
ping at his tomb. We stayed until tho last 
note of the chant had died away among tho 
arches, and then, following the others, left 
tho shrine anil and its gold and silver splen- 
dor in darkness.
